CHAPTER XII. •
A tiitt to legalize Acknowledgments of Conveyances heretofore taken before

either the Suprems or District Court Clerks of this Territory.

Sscnox 1. Acknowledgments heretofore taken before Clerka of Courts and
Judges of Probate legalized.

'2. Clerks of Courts and Judges of Trobatc authorized to take acknowl-
ment of conveyixnccp.

Bt it enacted by tJte legislative Assembly of the Territory ofdfinnesota :
SECTION 1. The acknowledgment of the execution of any grant or

conveyance of lands, or of any estate or interest therein, by deed, mort-
gage or otherwise, heretofore made and taken before any Clerk of cither
tho Supreme or District Courts and Judges of Probate of this Territory,
and the certificate of every Bach acknowledgement made by any such
Clerk, shall have tho same force and effect as evidence and entitle such
grant or conveyance to be recorded, in tho same manner and with the like
effect, in all respects,-as though the same had been duly acknowledged in
pursuance of the laws of this Territory. In all cases where any such grant
or conveyance, acknowledged ns aforesaid, shall hare been recorded, the
record thereof, or transcript of such record certified by the Register of
Deeds in whose office the same may have been recorded, may be read in
evidence in any Conrt within this Territory, with the like force and effect
in all respects as conveyances duly acknowledgad and recorded.

SEC. 2. The several Clerks of the Districts Courts and Judges of Pro- CUlkl of
bate of thig Territory, are hereby authorized to take acknowledgments of mdJodtt. or
all deeds, conveyances or other instruments requiring to be acknowledged "
before an officer.

SEC. 3. This act shall take oflbct immediately.

CHAPTER XIII.
An Act to amend Chapter ninety-Jlc« of the Statutes of Minnesota.

SECTION 1. Certificate of Register to be read in evidence.

Be it enacted by the legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota :
SECTION 1. .That chapter ninety-five of the Statutes of Minnesota be
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amended by adding after section eighty-nine, on page four hundred and
eighty-three, the following new section:

Section ninety.—'All plats of surveys of public land in this Territory,
certified by the Register of the Land Office of the District in which such
land is situated, to be a correct copj of the certified copy on file in his
office, of the original plat of such surveys, and all certificates by the Re-
gister of such land office of the survey* of, and of other facts in relation
to, such land taken from the certificate endorsed on the copy on file in said
land office, of the original plat, shall entitle such certified copy or certifi-
